COMMON SENSE PREVAILS 


"We believe the City Council should be commended 


for its determination to place the question of carrying 
on the city's financial affairs, directly up to the voters, 
where it belongs. Issuing deficiency bonds is a miser- 
able makeshift, finally adding to the burdens of the tax- 
payer a groat deal more than would be the case were he 
to pay as he goes. 


Of course this does not spell permanent relief even 


if adopted by the people, but it will solve the problem 
for the next two years. TVith the auditor of the city 
declaring that we needed a 1.6 mills, and three of the 
City Council forming a unit against the amount that 
was actually needed so as to prevent the five votes 
necessary to pass it out to the people, a rather peculiar 
situation presented itself. 


Strange to say, these three members were not 


against the principle involved and they agreed, and did 
vote for three-tenths of a mill less than all agreed was 
necessary. The rest of the council, save one, joined in 
and voted for the 1.3 mill rather than have it fail en- 
tirely. There is a strange perverted streak in «ome peo- 
ple's make-up which makes it impossible for them to 
join in with others unless the others agree in every de- 
tail to what the one may want. 


The only way that legislation can be Secured with 


different judgments is by compromise. People should 
not compromise on principle, but here, strange to say, 
all the members of the council admitted the principle 
and differed as to the amounts. Just why the three 
stood out for less than the amount that would actually 
solve the question we are unable to say, but we do de- 
sire to congratulate the other members of the council[ 
for graciously standing for even less than they knew 
was required, in order to help the city out of a bad sit- 
uation.
